THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Wilmot in the (L.S.) County of 
Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in said Wilmot on 
Tuesday, the 8th of March, next at ten of the clock in the forenoon (the polls 
closing at 6:00 PM) to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


You are hereby further notified to meet at the Town Hall in said 
Wilmot the 8th day of March, next at seven of the clock in the evening to act 
upon the following subjects: 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray Town charges for the ensuing year and make appropriations of the 
same. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 3. Shall the Town accept the provision of RSA 33:7 
providing that any town at an annual meeting may adopt an article 
authorizing indefinitely, until specific recision of such authority, the Selectmen 
to issue tax anticipated notes? Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to sell any material or equipment deemed to be surplus to the Town needs; 
the sale of highway material or equipment to be made with the approval of 
the Road Agent. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 5. | To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, accept and expend, without any further action by town 
meeting, money from the state, federal or other governmental unit or a 
private source which becomes available during the year, in accordance with 
RSA 31:95-b, indefinitely until rescinded. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 6. | Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen 
to convey any real estate acquired by the Town by tax collector’s deed either 
by public auction or sealed bid. Recommended by the Selectmen. 





Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectinen to accept, on behalf of the Town, gifts, legacies, and devises made 
to the town in trust for any public purpose, as permitted by RSA 31:19 
indefinitely until rescinded. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $38,000 (Thirty eight thousand dollars and no cents) to reclaim and 
pave approximately 3,800 feet of North Wilmot Road, starting at the 
intersection of Pinnacle Road and North Wilmot Road. Recommended by 
the Selectmen. 


Article 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $30,000.00 (Thirty thousand dollars and no cents) for the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Company, Inc. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000.00 (Ten thousand dollars and no cents) for the purpose of 
increasing office space for the Town government. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $750.00 (Seven hundred and fifty dollars and no cents) for the 
Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, an organization formed to promote, 
develop and reinforce programs which support and enhance the health, well- 
being, dignity and independence of individuals 55 years of age and older living 
in Wilmot and other area towns. Petitioned by Deirdre Segerson and others. 


Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $27,000 (Twenty seven thousand dollars and no cents) to resurface a 
section of Village Road from the intersection of Campground and Village 
Road to Rte. 11, by Town Office Building. Recommended by the Selectmen. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will vote to join the Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission and discontinue membership in 
the Upper Valley-Sunapee Regional Commission. Recommended by the 
Selectmen. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of 
RSA Chapter 36-A, Conservation Commissions, and to establish, in 1994, a 
Wilmot Conservation Commission of not less than three nor more than seven 
members who shall be appointed by the Selectmen as specified in RSA 36- 
A:3. The purpose of a conservation commission is "proper utilization and 
protection of natural resources ... protection of watershed resources". 
Petitioned by George Howe and others. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of 
$500 to support the purposes of the Wilmot Conservation Commission, this 
money to be placed in a conservation fund of which the town treasurer shall 
have custody. Petitioned by George Howe and others.

A note of appreciation is also extended to Fred Griffin and Carol Drake who 
have decided to complete their periods of service to the Town. Fred, in his position 
as Chairman of the Planning Board, has faithfully and skillfully directed the activities 
of the Planning Board for approximately seven years. His expertise and leadership 
will be missed. Carol Drake served as secretary to the Board of Selectmen for 
thirteen years and secretary to the Planning Board for five years. Her dedication and 
knowledge were essential to the efficient operation of the Town. The Board 
sincerely appreciates the work that Carol did and wish her success in her new 
pursuits.

Motion passed 
with one in opposition.

"To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $30,000 
(Thirty thousand dollars and no cents) for the Wilmot Volunteer Fire 
Company, Inc." Motion was seconded and passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 9: Mrs. Deirdre Segerson made the motion to adopt Article 9 as 
written "To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $750 
(Seven Hundred Fifty Dollars and no cents) for the Kearsarge Area Council 
on Aging, an organization formed to promote, develop and reinforce 
programs which support and enhance the health, well-being, dignity and 
independence of individuals 55 years of age and older living in Wilmot and 
other area towns." Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion 
passed with four in opposition. 


ARTICLE 10: Mrs. Laurie Sliter made the motion to adopt Article 10 as 
written: "To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$500 (Five Hundred Dollars and no cents) for the Wilmot Little League 
Baseball Fund. Money to be used for registration fees, equipment fund and 
field maintenance." Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. Motion 
passed with two in opposition. 


ARTICLE 11: Mr. Nelson Chitterling made the motion to adopt Article 11 
as written: To see if‘the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$32,000 (Thirty Two thousand dollars and no cents for the purpose of 
resurfacing Elkins Road." Motion was seconded. Discussion followed. 
Motion passed with eleven in opposition. 


ARTICLE 12: Mr. Earle Chandler made the motion to adopt Article 12 as 
written: To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$15,000 (Fifteen thousand dollars and no cents for the purchase of a new 
police cruiser.". Motion was seconded and passed unanimously. 


ARTICLE 13: Mr. Robert Tawney asked the Town what action they wish to 
take, if any, on the Florence Langley Estate property? Much discussion 
followed and the final results were "If the Town of Wilmot received the 
Florence Langley property, the small property on Route 4A could possibly be 
a Memorial to Florence Langley and the Bunker Hill Property could possibly 
be added to the Bunker Cemetery, if the property is deeded to the Town by 
Tax Collector’s Deed." The vote was in favor with one in opposition.

$2,000 (Two thousand dollars and no cents for the purpose of house 
numbering, to implement the 911 emergency phone number.": Motion was 
seconded. Discussion followed. Motion passed with one in opposition. 


ARTICLE 17: Mr. Robert Tawney made the motion to adopt Article 17 as 
written: "Do you favor directing the Selectmen to contact State and Federal 
officials to encourage them to reactivate the former Northern Railroad that 
runs from Concord to White River Junction?" Motion was seconded. 
Discussion followed. Motion passed 37 in favor and 24 in opposition. 


Mr. George Howe then spoke to the meeting explaining the changes 
in the recycling that will be taking effect soon. Literature was passed out 
explaining the changes. Discussion followed.

The Central New Hampshire Regional Planning Commission (CNHRPC) is 
a voluntary association of 20 towns and the City of Concord in Merrimack 
and Hillsborough Counties. The Town of Wilmot is a new member in good 
standing of the Commission. 


The CNHRPC is one of nine RPC’s organized under RSA 36:45-53. Our 
principle charges are to prepare coordinated plans for the region and to 
provide planning assistance to member communities. Every city and town in 
New Hampshire is within an organized region. 


Our accomplishments over the last year include: 


The Commission prepared and distributed the complete draft of the 
transportation element of the regional master plan in October. The plan 
describes the transportation system of the region, identifies current and future 
transportation issues, discusses the role of the CNHRPC in transportation, 
and makes recommendations to towns, the region, and the state to address 
the transportation issues in the region. Although the plan element is 
scheduled for adoption in February of 1994, public comment on 
implementation of the plan is continuously welcomed. 


Transportation will continue to be a focus in 1994 and beyond. We will adopt 
and submit our first ever transportation improvement program (TIP), the 
capital improvement plan for transportation in the region, and will continue 
to review, comment, and participate in state transportation projects, programs 
and plans. 


Working with interested cities and towns, the RPC updated the Merrimack 
County overall economic development plan. The Commission continues to 
provide administrative and technical support to the participating communities. 


We are in the middle of the five year update to the affordable housing 
assessment. The project will identify the need for housing affordable to low 
and moderate income families in the region, the available amount of such 
housing, and the fair share of affordable housing which should exist in each 
community. 


The Commission continues to provide high quality and timely services to 


member municipalities through circuit riding, master plan assistance, research, 
and other technical assistance.

KEARSARGE AREA COUNCIL ON AGING, INC. 


The Kearsarge Area Council on Aging, Inc. became incorporated as a non-profit 
corporation in July, 1992, and opened its office at 125 Main Street, New London, 
on August 1, 1992. Its mission is to serve the senior citizens and their families 
in nine area towns (Andover, Danbury, Grantham, Newbury, New London, 
Springfield, Sunapee, Sutton, and Wilmot), to respond to the needs and interests 
of older people. At year end, 1993, COA has more than 1000 registered 
members. 


To fulfill its mission, a variety of programs have been instituted. The monthly 
newsletter to communicate information, plans, and programs is mailed to each 
registered member. A corps of volunteers drive seniors to various destinations, 
primarily to medical appointments. Mr. Fixits do nuisance home repairs, 
stressing safety and energy-saving needs to their clients. Seniors share their 
hobbies and life experiences in area schools, providing a forum for inter- 
generational understanding. The office is not only the source of information, but 
refers inquirers to other sources as the need requires; it also provides still 
another opportunity for seniors to volunteer, to use those talents they’ve 
developed over their lifetimes. 


New programs that have been developed and will be started in the early months 
of 1994 are a Telephone Reassurance Program, connecting homebound seniors 
with a COA caller on a daily basis; a once-a-week Alzheimer’s Respite Day Care 
Center to be initially housed in Foulkes Hall of the Kearsarge Community 
Presbyterian Church; and a renewed emphasis on a Senior Directory that will list 
providers of services of particular interest to seniors and list businesses that grant 
senior discounts. Moreover, greater cohesion among the members of the nine 
towns will be fostered, first with a mid-winter Valentine luncheon sponsored by 
the towns of New London, Grantham, and Sutton. 


The financial support during 1993 came from generous individuals, six area 
towns, Organizations, businesses and several grants. The volunteer support has 
been outstanding; without each one’s effort, the hundreds of services could not 
have been provided, nor could the COA organization be so well poised for its 
growth. The need for such growth has now become obvious. 


Thank you to each and every supporter; your continued support, comments and 
suggestions will always be welcome.

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WILMOT PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


During this past year almost 3000 adult and juvenile books were checked 
out, as well as 750 other items: audio tapes, videos, magazines, puzzles, even 
a few toys. We continue to see growth each year as folks discover what we have 
to offer in our pleasant, small-town library. The Family Pass to the Planetarium 
was used eight times. Worth up to $16.00, it will be available at least through 
May 1994, a gift from the Friends of the Library. 

Our year of activity began with the Donald Hall-Jane Kenyon poetry 
reading which was televised as part of a Bill Moyer documentary. Over 150 
people packed the Town Hall. For those who missed the broadcasts of this 
program (in November and December) we have a copy of the tape for 
circulation. We also have*a video of the Channel 5 Chronicle program which 
featured Don and Jane, Julie Morse, and the haunted Colby Academy. 

Other programming included the Great American Read-Aloud to 
celebrate National Library Week. Jane Kenyon and MaryJane Ogmundson read 
again from some of their favorite stories to 40 adults and children. The Friends 
organized the Book/Bake sale plus Quilt show in August, crafts classes in 
October and November, and helped with a holiday Open House in December. 
Several other organizations in town have used the library for their meetings. 

Children’s programming was in the able hands of Alison Kozikowski and 
Elizabeth Fielding. The theme for the summer Story Hour on Wednesday 
evenings was books about favorite foods. There were several children’s parties 
during the year and Mary Lyn Ray read her latest book during Children’s Book 
Week to 17 enthusiastic youngsters. 

Kristin Tupper took time to compile several specific-subject 
bibliographies of books in our collection. These should be very useful to young 
people doing school projects. 

Plans for programs and other events are already being firmed up for this 
year.

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1993 REPORT OF THE WILMOT PLANNING BOARD 


Planning Board activity for 1993, while still relatively light in terms of new 
subdivisions and the creation of new lots, did demonstrate that the early signs of 
a reawakening and strengthening economy were evident. 

Although only one new lot was approved in Wilmot in 1993, it should be an 
important one for every property owner in Town for years to come. The new lot 
was subdivided from the Rayno property at the intersection of Route 11 and the 
Old Winslow Road. This lot is to be donated by Loretta Rayno to the Wilmot 
Volunteer Fire Department as the site for a new fire station which the volunteers 
themselves will construct using funds that they presently are attempting to raise. 
The choice of this site, with its access directly onto Route 11 east of Old Winslow 
Road, will be a great improvement over the existing site and facility, as planned by 
the Fire Department, is going to be better suited both to quick response time and 
to additional safety for the volunteers themselves. The Planning Board 
unanimously supports this effort, encourages all citizens of Wilmot to assist 
financially and otherwise and commends Loretta Rayno for her generosity and the 
WVFD for its demonstrated concern for our property and our lives. 

Under the site plan review provisions of the ordinance , the Planning Board 
conducted six hearings this year and approved five new business site plans. In 
Wilmot Flat, there are now three new small businesses including a medical records 
and claims processing firm, a new chiropractic office and a new furniture 
restoration and sales business. A small mail order business was approved in 
Wilmot Center at the location of the former Szilagyi store. 

As to the chiropractic office and the mail order business, Zoning Board of 
Adjustment approval was also needed for the applications to be approved. The 
Planning Board and the Zoning Board of Adjustment conducted joint hearings on , 
both of these applications which provided a coordinated and more efficient 
approach. We extend our gratitude to the Zoning Board for their cooperation on 
those files. 

The Planning Board also conducted six conceptual hearings with various 
potential applicants over the past year and recommended to the Selectmen that 
they approve the issuance for a building permit on a Class VI road as long as the 
lot owner records a standardized release of the Town from any responsibility for 
road maintenance and liability. 

At the request of the Selectmen, we approved Wilmot’s leaving the Upper 
Valley Lake Sunapee Regional Planning Commission and joining the Central New 
Hampshire Regional Planning Commission. This change will still provide needed 
planning and zoning support to the Planning Board but will also reflect the Town’s 
solid waste disposal contract and planning which are oriented toward the southeast 
and central portion of the County. 

Lastly, it is with regret that the Planning Board lost the secretarial services 
of Carol Drake who has resigned her position with both the Board of Selectmen 
and the Planning Board. We all wish her the absolute best for the future and 
extend our sincere thanks for her outstanding efforts over the last three-and-one- 
half years in keeping our records straight and our eyes on the ball. She will be 
missed.

1993 REPORT OF THE WILMOT RECYCLING COMMITTEE 


The amount of recycled containers, corrugated cardboard, newspapers, 
magazines, and plain paper by Wilmot residents in 1993 was almost 25% 
greater than in 1992. Total tonnage recycled from December 1992 through 
November 1993 was more than 73 tons. This represents an excellent recycling 
effort by Wilmot people! 


The combined weight of recyclables and discarded trash dropped by 
about 30 tons, to 410 tons, and recycling was about 18 percent of that. This 
total of recyclables plus recycled scrap metal was well above 20% of all 
Wilmot solid waste which the State requires us to recycle. 


The greater tonnage of recyclables and the new ordinance prohibiting 
contractors from dumping construction and demolition debris into the general 
trash permitted Clayton Nowell, the Transfer Station operator, to reduce the 
number of loads of disposable solid waste to 33. This compares with 41 last 
year and 52 annually prior to recycling. If the Town can recover the pre-paid 
cost of disposing of the solid waste which we have been recycling, our 
recycling effort will save Wilmot a few thousand dollars a year!

REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


During Calendar Year 1993, the State of New Hampshire experienced an 
average number of wildfires. The three leading causes of these wildfires were 
campfires left unattended, unsupervised children and debris fires that escaped 
control. All of these fires are preventable, but ONLY with your help! 


Please help your town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
New Hampshire State Law (RSA 224:27II) requires that, "No person, firm or 
corporation shall kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or burn or cause to be 
burned any material in the open, except when the ground is covered with snow, 


without first obtaining a written fire permit from the Forest Fire Warden of the 
town where the burning is to be done.” 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II and other burming laws of the State of New 
Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $1,000 and/or a year 
in jail and you are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


The State of New Hampshire, Division of Forest and Lands assisted many 
towns in wildland fire suppression during 1993 and participated in many fire 
prevention programs. This year, the nation is celebrating Smokey Bear’s 50th 
anniversary. The State of New Hampshire Forest Protection Bureau will be 
working with may communities to spread the fire prevention message - 
"Remember ... Only YOU can prevent forest fires. Fire prevention is the most 
effective fire suppression tool. Please be careful around fires and help us and 
our communities have a fire safe year.
